PERRY COMPLAINS OF
QUARANTINE RULES

South Omaha Commission Man Puts
in Protest Against Shutting
Off Weatern Towa,

INTEREST OF ALL STOCK MEN

W, 1. Perry. manager of W. J, Perry &
Co.. live stock commiasion merchants of
Bouth Omaha, makes a vigorous protest
apainst the order of guarantine against
western Towa ecatile. In a signed state-
ment sant t¢ The Bee, he sAyn:
“On or about November 1, 104, the
fool and mouth disease was discoverad in
three or four counties In eaxiarmn Iowa,
and on or about November & the foderal
government placed a quarantine agninat
the whole state of lTown, prohibitiog the
shipment of any kind of Hve stock out
of the state. About thres waeks latsr the
governmant modified the order and al-
loawed cattle, hoge and shesp to bhe
shipped to the different packing centers
tn other atates for immodinbe slaughter,
except from such coutnties In eastern
Towa in which tha foot and mouth dis-
ense was known to exist These counties
were Kept under atrict quarantine and
are still so kept by the federal govern-
ment. -

Wentrrn lown Is Freed,
“On or aboutl December 15 the fodernl
governmant revoked thelr former order
and allowed the alean area of western
Town to ship thelr stock to any market,
without any gquarantine restrictions what-
ever, this late rule proving vory satisfac-
tory Lo the western Towa feeder and ship-
per, who for years has been a sianch
friend and supportor of the South Omahn
mArket, but during the short perfod of
rellef grantsd our Towa friends and
neighbors, an  sagitation was  started
among our cattle barons in weslern Ne-
braska and eaitern Wyoming, and the re-
st wan that on the Gth of the present
month the general manager of our stock
yards company here piaced an smbargo
against all eatile fromh 8t, Paul, Minn.,
and Bloux City, Ia., including all contrib-
uting torritory. This was a wise and
commendable move on_the part of Mr.
Buckingham, as tha a danger lay in
allowing stock cattle from the dairy ter-
ritory north and east of Bloux Clfy tn
coms to this market, elther In transit or
to be offered for sale,
